EIGHTEEN I.1VBS AT STAKE. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


The California Legislature last Winter 


passed an act which provides that all 
prisoners, convicted of murder, shall be 
taken to the State Prison at San Quentin 
and there be hanged by the Warden. At 
the time of the passage of the act there 
were eighteen murderers under sentence 
of death in the State of California. Those 
persons had been sentenced to be exe- 
cuted by the sheriff of the county in 
which they had heen tried and convicted. 
Now counsel for cue of the condemned 
criminals raises the point that his client, 
having been sentenced to be executed in 
the county jail in San Francisco, by the 
sheriff.cannot be taken to San Quentin to 
ba executed by the Warden of the State 
Prison. 


It is urged that under the old law a 


person sentenced to be executed in his 
own county could bo visited by his 
friends and his attorney, whereas under 
the new law those persons could not 
visit him, unless at heavy cost, and that 
would be practically adding to his pun- 
ishment. 


If the Supreme Court holds that the 


new law dues increase the punishment, 
and is therefore unconstitutional, it is 
believed that each and all of the eight- 
een murderers sentenced before the pas- 
sage of the new law will escape the gal- 
lows. As the new law repeals the old 
law, it is contended that they cannot be 
executed at all, and as they have not 
been sentenced to imprisonment for life 
it is doubtful if they can be held in jail. 
It is possible, however, to settle thnt 
question by having their sentences com- 
muted from death to life imprisonment.

the Lake Itasca basin, and the sources of 
the Mississippi river. It effectually ex- 
plodes Glazier's claim to the title of dis- 
coverer of the headwaters of the great 
river. The report shows that the true 
source of the Mississippi is in a great 
reservoir, nine miles above Lake Itasca, 
making the longest surface channel of 
the Mississippi from tho Gulf of Mexico 
to the extreme limit of this reservoir, 
2,5351^ miles. 


The Chinese Habeas Corpus Cage. 


Special to the Journal. 


SAH FBAHCISCO, August 17.—The habeas 


corpus case of Lou En Bew, one of the 
Chinese passengers who arrived here last 
week on the steamship Oceanic, was post- 
poned in tbe Circuit Court to-day for one 
week. Tbe petitioner was refused landing 
on arrival here on the strength of the de- 
cision o£ the United States Supreme Court, 
rendered by Judge Field, to the effect tbat 
any Chinese returning to this country must 
have certificates from tbe Chinese Govern- 
ment establishing their identity as a 
merchant. Tbe Collector to-day received 
a telegram from acting Secretary Nettlaton 
of the Treasury Department, stating tbat 
all Chinese who may bave gone from the 
United States under instructions contained 
in tbe department's circular of July 3d, 
1890, may be admitted on return to this 
country under tbe conditions prescribed in 
said circular, providing the Collector is sat- 
isfied of the identity of tbe returning 
Chinese. It is believed under these modi- 
fied rulings tbat the majority of the 170 
Chinese brought here by the Oceanic will 
be allowed to land.

A llorse'a Walk an a High Trestle. 
A strange scene was witnessed recently 


on tho Northern Pacific trestle at th£ 
water works. The trestle is about 600 
feet long and 55 feet high. Under it ia 
the Union Pacific roadbed. The ties are 
about eight inches apart and are evenly 
distributed the entire distance. 


At an early hour the attention of a 


dozen people -was attracted by a large 
sorrel horse which had walked along the 
trestle from the south and was unaware 
of the danger ahead. He was unable to 
turn around and had fully 600 feet yet 
to travel. The spectators were struck 
•with awe, expecting every moment to 
eee the animal dashed to atoms by a fall. 
Now fully mindful of his danger, it was 
remarkable to note the instinct with 
which the animal stepped cautiously 
from one tie to another. 


He had just reached that part of the 


trestle above the Union Pacific roadbed 
when he became dazed and missed bis 
footing. His hind feet caught in the tie 
and threw him, so that the rear portion 
of his body overhung the framework of 
the immense bridge, while he held him- 
self by his fore feet. The scene was a 
sickening one, and the spectators looked 
every moment for the fatal fall. 
Sud- 


denly, with a powerful lunge, the animal 
threw his body toward the trestle and 
managed to regain his feet. 


Again he started on his perilous walk, 


and when within a few feet of the end of 
the bridge fell again and was caught in, 
much the same manner. Martin Scully 
started to the assistance of the animal 
with a rope, but the horse was so close 
to terra firma that he made an effort to 
regain his feet and fell to the sloping: 
bank, just a short distance below. He 
then rolled down the bank for about 
twenty-five feet. His mouth and hoof 
were badly bruised in the struggle, but 
otherwise he was uninjured.— Olympic.
